DEFENCE (FINANCE) REGULATIONS 
PAYMENTS ARRANGEMENTS WITH URUGUAY 


The Treasury announces that two further Orders 
have been made under the Defence (Finance) Regula- 
tions, 1939, and came into force on 16 September. 
These are the Regulation of Payments (General 
Exemptions) (Amendment) (No. 3) Order, 1940, and 
the Regulation of Payments (Uruguay) Order, 1940 
(S.R. & O., 1940, Nos. 1635 and 1636, price 1d. each), 

They give effect to arrangements which have been 
made with the Uruguayan authorities for regulating 
payments between the United Kingdom and Uruguay. 
Henceforward payments to persons resident in Uruguay 
from persons resident in the United Kingdom may only 
be made in sterling to a Uruguayan Special Account 
with a United Kingdom bank registered as such by the 
3ank of England, except that special arrangements 
have been made for the payment of certain limited 
types of income into Uruguayan sterling area accounts. 
These are accounts with United Kingdom banks regis- 
tered at the Bank of England, which individuals resi- 
dent in Uruguay are permitted in given circumstances 
to maintain for the purpose of meeting certain kinds of 
personal expenditure. 

All exports from the United Kingdom to Uruguay 
must be paid for in sterling from a Uruguayan Special! 
Account. 


TIMBER CONTROL 


CONVERTED HOME-GROWN HARDWOODS FOR 
NATIONAL STOCK 


The shortage of timber supplies has hitherto made it 
possible for the home-grown trade to sell practically 
the whole of its output in advance for essential usages. 
With the gradual expansion of production, however, 





this position cannot be expected to continue—nor, in 
fact, would it be desirable, as only when a stock of 
home-grown timber has been built up will the Control 
be justified in substantially reducing imports (especi- 
ally as, in the case of hardwoods, dry material is 
usually required for Government contracts). 

In order, therefore, that all firms engaged in the 
conversion of home-grown timber may be in a position 
to produce to their maximum capacity, and that the 
portion of their output which exceeds irnmediate re- 
quirements may be conserved for purposes of national 
importance, the Timber Control is prepared to enter 
into contracts for the purchase of home-grown timber 
for national stock. 

Contracts can be entered into for a period of six 
months and the present specifications cover square- 
edged ash, oak, beech and elm. Any firm desiring to 
participate in this scheme should write for further 
particulars and form of tender to Timber Control, 
Department IIT, Branch 6, Clifton Down Hotel, 
Bristol, 8. 

A similar scheme is also available to those firms who 
are experiencing difficulty in the disposal of their entire 
production of converted home-grown softwoods.

With reference to the notice which appeared in the 
‘“ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 5 September 1940 (page 
151} on the above subject, it is pointed out :—

(1) that the subsidy is payable only in approved cases 
and that the decision of the Minister of Supply 
as to whether the requirements are fulfilled, and 
as to the amount of the subsidy payable, in any 
case, is final ;

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colliery associations’ yards, the railway charge

IMPORT LICENSING 
ROSIN (COLOPHONY) 
Notice to Importers No. 95 


Import licences for rosin (colophony) are allecated 
between importers on the basis of each importer’s 
direct purchases from oversea countries, other than 
France, in the year ended 31 December 1939. The ex- 
clusion of purchases of French rosin from the basis for 
the calculation of the import quotas resulted from the 
existence, at the time the basic quotas were fixed, of 
an Open General Licence for imports from France. 
Now that this Open General Licence is no longer in 
operation it had been decided that purchases of rosin 
from France in 1939 shall be taken into consideration 
in the settlement of future quotas. Importers who 
purchased rosin direct from France in that year are 
therefore invited to submit a certified return of their 
purchases of rosin (ecolophonv) from France in the year 
ended 31 December 1939. This return should be com- 
pleted in accordance with the following conditions: 

1. The purchases to be included in the return are pur- 
chases of rosin (colophony) from France made in the 
capacity of importers as defined below during the 
period 1 January 1939 to 31 December 1939, inclusive. 

2. For the purpose of the return an importer is deemed 
to be a person or concern who purchased direct from 
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a seller in France and who first-hand took up and 
paid for the original documents covering the pur- 
chase made. 


3. Purchases of liquid rosin should not be included.

MANCHURIAN EXCHANGE CONTROL 
LAW 


His Majesty's Consul at Dairen has forwarded to the 
Department of Overseas Trade a translation of Kwan- 
tung Bureau Ordinance No. 54, of 11 July, on the sub- 
ject of foreign exchange control, which further amends 
the principal Ordinance. Its effect is to reduce from 
500 yen to 50 yen the value of currency which a 
traveller may take out of the Kwantung Leased Terri- 
tory, and from 200 yen to 50 yen the value of currency 
(including for the first time foreign currency) which he 
may bring into the Territory. 


GERMANY AND ITALY 
REGISTER OF BRITISH PROPERTY SITUATED 
IN GERMAN AND ITALIAN TERRITORY 


1. The Register of real and personal property situ- 
ated in enemy territory belonging to persons of British 
nationality resident in the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, or companies registered 
therein is confined to (1) Germany within the boun- 
davies of the Treaty of Versailles (including the Saar 
region) and the territories ceded to Germany as a 
result of the Munich Agreement, 1938, together with 
(2) Austria according to the boundaries of the Treaty 
of St. Germain-en-Laye, and (8) Italy, Albania, Italian 
Kast. Africa, and Italian Colonies and possessions. In 
what follows the word ‘‘ Germany ”’ should be under- 
stood as including (1) and (2) and “ Italy’ as 
equivalent to (3). 


2. It is desired that the property should be classified 
as far as possible in accordance with the following 
groupings : — 

A.—Securities. 

(1) *Bonds issued by enemy Governments and 
municipalities. 

(2) *Shares, debentures and the like issued by 
companies which are constituted or incor- 
porated under the laws of Germany or Italy. 

(3) Securities held in safe custody by banks or 
other bodies or persons in Germany or Italy. 

* It should be noted that, no matter where the 
documentary evidence of title may be, the securi- 
ties should be entered on Form P. The where- 
abouts of the securities should, however, be stated. 

Unpaid interest or dividends which have accrued 
since the outbreak of war should not be included on 
Form P. If such interest or dividends have not already 
been registered as debts due from enemies, applica- 
tion for registration thereof should be made to the 
address set out in paragraph 6. 

3.—Immovable property. 

(1) Land. 

(2) Buildings. 

C.—Movable property. 

(1) Goods, including consignment stocks and cargo 
on or from ships. 

(2) Furniture and persona! effects. 

(3) Luggage.

INSTITUTE OF MARINE ENGINEERS’ 
EXAMINATIONS 


Examinations for admission to Associate Member- 
ship and Graduateship of the Institute of Marine 
Kngineers will be held from 19 to 26 May 1941.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
PORTLAND CEMENT 


A new edition of the above Standard (B.S., 12/1940) 
has just been issued. There are two major features of 
the revision. One is the amplification of the specifica- 
tion to include cement of the rapid-hardening type for 
which there has so far not been a specification. The 
other is the replacement of the test for determining 
the tensile strength of a standard briquette by a com- 
pression test on a cement-sand mortar cube. The de- 
sirability of making this change was mentioned in the 
foreword to the 1981 edition. Since that date the com- 
pression test has been the subject of further investiga- 
tion, both at the Building Research Station and also 
by a panel of experts. It has been found to give 
results with different gaugers more consistent than 
those obtained by the tensile test, whilst another ad- 
vantage is that the strength of the mortar cubes can 
be related to that of concrete made with the same 
cement. The cement mortar cubes are compacted in 
a specially designed vibration machine, which is illus- 
trated by a photograph and fully dimensioned drawings. 

As it is appreciated that the adoption of the new 
test will require the installation of the appropriate 
testing apparatus, the tensile test has been retained for 
use when specially required.

BRITISH EMPIRE 
UNITED KINGDOM 
* BRITAIN DELIVERS THE GOODS ” 


The following is the text of a letter sent by the Chairman 
of the Scottish Woollen Export Council, Mr. W. Thow 
Munro, C.B.E., to the leading Scottish Press :— 


_We have a proposal to put forward that is not only of sec- 
tional interest but of interest to the community at large who 
desire to help our export trade. 

It may not be generally known that in all neutral countries 
propaganda against the British exporter has been organised by 
the Nazis and their sympathisers to such an extent that it js 
almost unbelievable. It may be of interest to learn that in one 
country alone approximately £80,000 a month is being spent on 
propaganda directed against the British exporter. This takes 
the form of declaring, firstly, that Britain is blockaded to such 
an extent that it is impossible for our exports to get out of this 
country, but, as in the legal profession, there is a second line of 
defence, and that is to the effect that if any exports do slip 
through the German blockade, the workmanship and _ the 
quality is of a very low standard, owing to the fact that all 
the best workmen are engaged on, and the best quality of 
material is being utilised for, supplies to the forces, with the 
result that only the poorer quality material is being used for 
export trade. 

A few weeks ago a Yorkshire manufacturer decided that he 
would stencil on the outside of all cases which contained goods 
for export, firstly, the Union Jack, and, underneath, the words 
‘* Britain delivers the goods.’’ This was an excellent idea, but, 
of necessity, somewhat limited in its scope, because, after all, 
this slogan would only be seen by the stevedores, the Customs 
authorities, and the Receiving Department in the particular 
warehouse or shop to which the cases were consigned. 

This Council have decided to extend the idea very consider- 
ably, and it is hoped that all exporters of any type of merchan- 
dise will help in the scheme. We have arranged for a supply 
of stencils for use on the outside of cases, bales, etc., and also 
a series of coloured labels for attachment to all types of packages 
and letters. These can be supplied in various sizes at a small 
cost to exporters, and it is our opinion that the smallest size 
of label would be particularly suitable for bottles going over- 





sed. 

The general public who may be corresponding with oversea 
friends can also help, as it is hoped that retail stationers will, 
in due course, carry a stock of the small-sized labels for attach- 
ment to overseas letters. ‘The postal authorities have been con- 
sulted in connection with this matter, and they suggest that 
the label should be stuck on the back of the envelope. 

It is also suggested that firms who have oversea representa- 
tives should send these representatives a stock of the labels to 
attach to their correspondence and to any packages they may 
send out. 

At the moment we have only labels printed in English, but 
there will shortly be available to exporters similar labels and 
stencils with the wording ‘‘ Britain delivers the goods ”’ in the 
language of the country to which the goods are consigned. 
Stencils printed in Spanish have already been made. 

It is hoped that newspapers and other publications will 
attach one of these labels to the wrapper enclosing copies going 
to oversea subscribers, and we think it may be possible to obtain 
supplies of woven tags, similar to the labels, for attaching to 
various garments for export. The Council hopes, too, that 
manufacturers of textiles will be able to stamp this national 
mark on the back of their materials, possibly every three yards, 
by use of a transfer.

The Board of Trade have received a copy of a transla- 
tion of a regulation issued by the Governor of the Faroe 
Islands which increases by 20 per cent. from 16 August 
1940 and until further notice the import duties fixed by 
Par. 1 of Law No. 53 of 15 March 1939, with the exception 
of taxes under Sections 19 (smoking tobacco with a cost 
price of not more than 8 kr. per kilo.), 22 (chewing 
tobacco, crude quality), 37 (preserves), 43 - (footwear), and 
45 (writing and printing paper and envelopes).

METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of information required. 

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, New Public Offices, 
Great George Street, London, S.W.1, as the information 
required is frequently already in the possession of the 
Department, and the delay involved in communicating with 
the officers abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should 
the information required not be available in London, the 
Department will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the 
applicant’s behalf. 

When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 

By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required,
